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Proof that Fayette County son 
will produce just as good tobacco 
is Kentucky, Tennessee and other 
Southern states, is in the garden 
oi Lewis ll.

USUALLY tobacco plants have 
16 to 18 leaves when they are top­ 
ped , but not the big plants grown 
by Wolfe. They run 26 to 30 leaves 
to the plant, and all are of a type 
of tobacco that would attract at­ 
tention anywhere. 
When the tobacco is cured the 
owner plans to take samples of it 
to the Kentucky market and show 
what can he grown in F a y ette 
County, where no tobacco has 
been grown seriously for a quar­ 
ter of a century. 
The big plants will soon be split

USUALLY tobacco plants have 
16 to 18 leaves when they are top­ 
ped , but not the big plants grown 
by Wolfe. They run 26 to 30 leaves 
to the plant, and all are of a type 
of tobacco that would attract at­ 
tention anywhere. 
When the tobacco is cured the 
owner plans to take samples of it 
to the Kentucky market and show 
what can be grown in F a y ette 
County, where no tobacco has 
been grown seriously for a quar­ 
ter of a century. 
The big plants will soon be split 
down the center with a very old 
tobacco knife, the handle of which 
bears imprints of the hands of 
many users. 
The plants will then be cut at 
the ground, placed astride a four 
foot tobacco stick and hung in a 
building with plenty of air, to cure 
for a month or so.

BACK IN 1891, when Wolfe grew 
his first tobacco crop in Kentucky, 
he received $8.50 per 100 pounds 
for the “weed” . 
When he sold his crop just be­ 
fore moving to this city seven years 
ago, it brought $60 per 100 pounds 
Some idea of the money that is 
In the crop may be realized when 
it is known that an average crop 
runs 1,200 to 1,500 pounds to the 
acre, with many yields as high as 
2.000 pounds. The top yield 
is 
about 2,400 pounds. 
If 1,500 pounds 
of tobacco 
is 
raised to the 
acre, 
the 
income 
would be $900' per acre, and if the 
crop made 2,000 pounds to the acre 
flie income at 
$60 
per hundred 
pounds would be $1,200 an acre. 
When the tobacco is grown for 
chewing purposes, a b o u t 4,500' 
plants are grown to the acre and 
when it is grown for cigarets, the 
number of plants is doubled so the 
leaves will not be so large and 
coarse, and the tobacco generally 
will be of finer testure, and flavor, 
Wolfe says.

Certainly it would be unfair and there is 
no reason for making an overall criticism 
ol teenage drivers except those whose dis­ 
regard of the public rights extend to care­ 
lessness and the drinking stage. No one 
questions that there are just as m a n y 
such drivers beyond the teenage group.

A number of 
state and regional agencies are tackling 
the job of putting some restraints on care­ 
less motorists under 21. 
Perhaps this is something that more 
states should be thinking about, for t h e 
danger is not confined to New York, New 
Jersey, and Connecticut. The tendency 
t o w a r d teenage recklessness is wide­ 
spread, and Ohio has its share. 
No matter how careful a driver may be 
in operating his own automobile, there is 
-always the grim thought that tragedy may 
be just over the hill, or around the next 
curve, because some other driver chooses 
to be irresponsible. 
Too many people are prone to accept 
traffic fatalities as routine, or to consider 
it futile to talk about reducing accidents. 
But obviously we cannot add to our reck­ 
lessness by turning young drivers loose to 
do as they please. 
The fact that three of our most densely 
populated states are w’restling with the 
problem through a campaign of police ac­ 
tion and public education should be an in­ 
vitation to us here in Ohio and elsewhere 
to do likewise.

Nevertheless, the 
court, as now constituted h a s 
been “liberalized’’ by Eisenhow­ 
er appointees and has unquestion­ 
ably outraged public opinion or 
overturn of the Jencks decision 
would not have been 
of such 
dimensions.
